Some times this is great- 
and the person dies. While President Eisenhower's heart 
attach was counted os mild any heart attack is serious. 
The President was placed under an oxygen tent at first. 
However, his condition has been improving some each 
day. It is felt that the President is getting along all right 
unless complication arise. 

Personal friends feel that the President will not run 
for president in 1956. Such would be too hard on him. 
Mr. Eisenhower will be 65 years old on October 14.

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a wonderful medicine that the Army uses to put into 
water. This medicine will kill all the germs in ten 
minutes and remain safe to drink for a long time. 
This medicine can be made available for all the Navajo 
people to use in their water. Another reason why there 
so so much diarrhea on the Reservation is that milk is 
allowed to stand and get warm. Then it will sour. In 
warm milk that stands the germs grow fast. Milk 
should always be prepared fresh and used right away. 
Milk should always be boiled before giving it to a baby. 
The boiling will kill the germs. Breast milk is best for 
babies because there are no germs in it. 

Flies also carry diarrhea to the baby's food. The fly 
gets the germs on its feet. Then it walks on the baby 
bottle, nipple or on the food. When the baby eats the 
food the poisonous germs go into his guts. This causes 
the diarrhea. One other very important cause of diarrhea 
is from human hands. For example: A mother may have 
dirty hands. She handles a melon. This gets germs all 
over the melon. Then she gives a piece of the melon 
to the baby. The baby sucks on the melon and melon 
skin. It gets the germs into its body. In the Navajo 
country this is one of the commonest ways that babies 
get diarrhea. It would be better if melons were not 
given to babies under two years of age.

DIARRHEA

There are three different germs that cause diarrhea. 
These three germs ar called typhoid, dysentery and 
virus germs. The doctor wants to know which germ the 
baby has so he can use the right medicine to kill the 
germ. The sulfa drug that kills dysentery germs will not 
have any effect on typhoid germs. Typhoid germs need 
"mycetin" drug to kill them. A medicine company 
spent a million dollars learning to make this medicine. 
However, it is used all over the world now and saves 
thousands of lives from typhoid fever. 

Why is it that six babies die of diarrhea on the 
Navajo Reservation for every one that dies in the other 
parts of the country? There are several reasons for this 
that we would like to tell you about. If people under¬ 
stand these reasons for diarrhea perhaps these babies 
can be saved. The first reason there is so much diarrhea 
is that the water supply on the Reservation is not good. 
The people have to go a long way to get water. Some¬ 
times they have to take water from a stream or even 
use snow water. Sometimes the cans and barrels that 
the water is carried in are not clean. This is another way 
to get germs into the water. The Army has proved that 
surface water such as stream and snow water is often 
full of diarrhea germs. Spring water is much better and 
safer to drink. If water is boiled for ten minutes the 
heat will kill most of the diarrhea germs. There is also

is a state health project. The U.S. Public Health 
Service furnished $28,000 for the study. In 25 years 
only 66 cases of cancer were reported. None of these 
were of the breast in women. The belief is that what 
Navajos are eating is preventing cancer.

CONTROL OF TRAFFIC AND MOTOR VEHICLES ON 
ROADS AND HIGHWAYS OF THE NAVAJO INDIAN 
RESERVATION 

(Continued from March issue) 

Liability for Damage to Highway or Structure 

Persons using any highway or highway structure shall 
be liable for all damage to them. This also applies 
to moving anything weighing in excess of maximum 
weight. This also applies to Section 17 where movement 
of things is authorized by special permit provided in 
Section 70. 

Sometimes a driver is not the owner of thing using 
road, but is operating with permission of owner. In this 
case owner and driver shall be jointly and severally liable 
for damage. 

Reckless Driving 

A person who drives carelessly and disregards safety 
of persons or property is guilty of reckless driving. This 
is a misdemeanor. 

It is unlawful and punishable for persons to operate 
a vehicie while under the influence of: (1) intoxicating 
liquor; (2) drugs; and, or (3) peyote. 

Any Indian violating the provisions of this section 
shall be prosecuted and punished as provided in Section 

161.50, Title 25, Code of Federal Regulations. 
Destruction and Defacement of Road Marker. 

Persons shall not destroy, deface, or damage any 
road sign or highway marker on the Navajo Indian 
Reservation. This is malicious mischief and shall be 
subject to prosecution and punishment. 

Any Indian violating the provisions of this Section shall 
be prosecuted and punished as provided under Section 

161.51, Title 25, Code of Federal Regulations. 
Penalties for Misdemeanor 

It is a misdemeanor for any person to violate any of 
the provisions of this Resolution. 

Any Indian violating the provisions of this Resolution 
on any road or highway of the Navajo Indian Reser¬ 
vation shall be subject to prosecution. This also applies 
to all under control of Bureau of Indian Affairs on 
Reservation. Person will be tried in the Navajo Court 
of Indian Offense. Upon conviction person will receive 
the following: (Da fine of not less than five (5) dollars 
or more than one hundred (100) dollars; or (2) be 
sentence to hard labor not to exceed thirty (30) days; 
or 3) be punished by both fine and imprisonment, except 
where otherwise provided for specific violations desig¬ 
nated in this Resolution. 

Any non-Indian violating the provisions of this Re¬ 
solution shall be arrested by the Navajo Police. They 
will then turn the person over to the proper officer of 
the State wherein the violation occurs. Person will then 
be tried under State laws. 

. Enforcement. The Navajo Police shall be responsible for 
the enforcement of all regulations, rules and controls as 
established herein.

CONGRESS GIVES APPROVAL TO INDIAN LAND-LEASE 
MEASURE 

Congress has approved a bill authorizing long-term 
leases for a variety of purposes on the Indian reserva- 
ions. It is ready for the President's approval. If finally 
approved, with approval of the Interior Secretary, leases 
can be granted up to 25 years, with renewal privileges. 
The list of purposes for which leases may be granted are 
public, religious, educational, recreational, or develop¬ 
ment of farming and natural resource projects. Grazing 
leases are limited for 10 years and may or may not be 
renewed.
